OFFENSIVE AND CAPTURE 


POSITION AT LEMORT HOMME 


Heavy Bombardments in Progress at Different Points Along Front. 
Italians Admit Evacuation of Positions on Asiago Plateau—Bom.- 
bardments Mark Fighting in Lake Region South of Dvinsk on 
Russian Front—Petrograd Reports Activity of Turks, But Posi- 


tion Captured is Retaken.

LONDON, May 31—The French 
troops northwest of Verdun, in the 
region of Le Mort Homme, have turned 
on the offensive against the Germans, 
and in a spirited attack have captured 
nu strongly organized position on the 
slopes southwest of Le Mort Homme, 
Seven machine guns and 225 prisoners 
were taken in the attack, which was 
the only infantry fighting on Wednes- 
day reported in the latest French of- 
ficial communication, 

The town of Avocourt and Hill 304, 
fn this immediate vicinity, are under 
u heavy bombardment, and shells of 
large calibre are being used, Bom- 
bardments also are in progress north 
of Verdun, from the Meuse to Fort 
Vaux, and up in the Vosges Mountains, 
in the Hartmanns-Weilerkopf region, 

On the Asiagro-Arsiero sector of the 
Austro-Italian, front, the Austrians 
have taken addtional points of vant- 
age from the ‘Italians and put down 
attempts by King Victor Emmanuel's 
men to recover’ lost cannon, The 
ltatian war office admits the evacua- 


tion of positions on the Asiago pla- 
teau. 

The lake region, south of Dvinsk, on 
the Russian front, is again the scene 
of heavy bombardment, probably the 
prelude to more infantry fighting. 
Farther south, on the Volhynian front 
and along the Bessarabian border, 
there is increased activity by the Teu- 
tons and Russians, 

Petrograd reports the capture by 
the Turks of a Russian position in the 
region of Diarbekr, in the Caucasus 
region, but says the Russians in a 
counter-attack ejected the invaders, 


Nothing new has come through 
concerning the invasion of Greek 
Macedonia by the Bulgarians and 


Germans, but on the extreme western 
part of the Balkan front the Austrians 
along the Voyusa River, in Albania, 
have pursued Italian patrols, 

The British invasion of German East 
Africa continues, and has reached a 
strongly entrenched German position 
between the Kgare Mountains and the 
Panagni River, where a fight seems

\SAYS PRISONERS 
BETTER TREATED 


British Under-Secretary For For- 
eign Affairs Says British Not 
Discriminated Against 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, May 31—Discusing in the 
House of Lords today the condition of 
British prisoners in Germany, Baron 
Newton, under-secretary for foreign 
affairs, said their condition was much 
better than at the beginning of the 
war, and that it was unjustifiable to 
contend that Germany discriminated 
against British prisoners, 

Moreover, Baron Newton added, it 
was cruel to suggest, as had been done, 
that British prisoners were literally 
starving. Every week 100,000 parcels 
went from England to Germany, which 
Was an average of three parcels per 
man per week, It was an exaggera- 
tion to say that without these parcels 
they would starve, because there were 
a million Russian prisoners in Ger- 
many who received no parcels, 

A vast majority’ of the German 
population, said Baron Newton, were 
probably in a condition of compara- 
tive hunger owing to the British 
blockade, and prisoners naturally 
would share that hunger.

MEXICAN GOVERNMENT DEMANDS THAT THE 
AMERICAN TROOPS BE WITHDRAWN AT ONCE 


Carranza Sends 12,000 Word Note to United States Asking That 
Immediate Action be Taken—Views Actions of United 
Btates } With Suspicion.

MEXICO CITY, May 31—Claiming that the words and pro- 
tests of the United States have been entirely in contradiction of 
their acts and that in spite of protests not to intervene in the af- 
fairs of Mexico, soldiers of the United States are in Mexico with- 
out the consent of the Mexiean government and in violation of 
Mexican sovereignty, the Mexiean government now asks for the 
immediate withdrawal of those troops. The protest is made in a 
12,000 word note made public at the foreign office today at noon, 

The note recites that the American troops crossed the frontier after 
the Columbus incident without the permission of the Mexican govern- 
ment. The act was not considered one of invasion then, solely because 
the United States said they had misinterpreted the attitude of the Mexi- 
ean government. When the second expedition crossed the line, after the 
Glenn Springs incident, the note maintains, the plea that this was done 
with the consent of the Mexican consul at Del Rio, Texas, is untenable, 
and that act can only be considered ag one of invasion. 

“The Mexican government therefore invites the United States 
bring to an end this unsupportable situation,” the note concludes, “and 
to support its protestations and declarations of friendship by an immedi- 
ate witidvawal of the American troops.”

Covered Three-Year Course in 
Eight Months—Alberta Col. 
lege Has Big Year 


Principal PF. 8. MeCall, of Alberta 
College North, who left Tuesday night 
to attend the annual conference of Al+ 
berta Methodists, to be held at Leth- 
Lridge, takes with him what he term- 
ed the very bost report in the history 
of that institution, He stated. to the 
Bulletin that in spite of the times the 
fast year‘had been the most successful 
in the history of the college, from 
every standpoint. 

Up to the present time there was a 
registration of 660 during the year, 
ond he expected this would be brought 
up to fully 675 before the end of the 
erm, Which is an inerease of 125 over 
last year. From a finaneid stand- 
point, too, the year had been very suc- 
cessful, and this, of course, Was ex- 
ccedingly gratifying, 

The college has aimed at doing 
something for the up-building of this 
wostern country by offering special 
facilities for those of foreign birth to 
better adapt themselves to their new 
life and become better citizens, In 
this regard classes have been conduct- 
ed for Russian students during the 
year, and over sixty students had tak- 
en advantage of the courses of  in- 
struction provided, The work became 
so heavy that a special teacher had ta 
be engaged to look after it. 

Remarkable Advance. 

The most remarkable individual suc- 
cess at the College during the term, 
and one that probably has never been 
excelled, even if equalled, anywhere 
in Western Canada, was that attained 
by Miss Adu Anderson, young Scan- 
dinavian girl of wixteen years. Misa 
Anderson came to Alberta’ College 
North last September from her home 
at Linbrook, near Tofield, without her 
high school entrance, and in eight 
months succeeded in passing her ma- 
triculation for entrance to the univer- 
‘ity, accomplishing in cight months 
what usually takes three years. Miss 
Anderson «also won the College gold 
medal for general proficiency, and the 
University of Alberta scholarship for 
the highest standing in the province. 


The registration in the commerciat 
departnent kept well up during the 
year, with a large increase in the 


wumber of shorthand pupils, the large 
majority of whom were young ladies, 
A large number of them have secur- 
ed positions in banks, fiing vacancies 
caused by men giving up their situa- 
tions to enlist. The telegraphy depart- 
ment has eiso been ‘successful. 

100 At Night Classes, 

The night classes for matriculation 
bas been attended by about twenty stu- 
dents, The management is aiming +o 
extend this work as much as possible.

The music and expression depart- 
ments ha had an unexpectedly suc- 
corsful year, There has been « large 
increase in the registration of the for- 
mer department, and over fifty pupils 
are taking the examinations, The de- 
partment of expression, which hus 
been in charge of Mre.- Bthel Reese 
Burns, has been the most successsful 
ii the history of the college, and if 
the same work is to be carried on next 
year Mrs, Burns will have to secure an 
assistant. 

During the year one teacher and 
twenty-four students have | enlisted,

MAYOR SPEAKS [An hoy Way To Get 
| AT ELM PARK 


Hears Grievances of Residents of 
That Section and Gives 
Assurances 


Kim Park residents had an oppor- 
tunity of atring their grievances last 
nicht, when Mayor Henry, who was 
accompanied by Ald. Picard, attended 
a large and representative gathering 
at the Roman: Catholic parish hall. 

Kim Park is principally concerned 
with obtaining a street railway exten- 
sion from 124th street to 116th and 
Brandon avenue, the contention as 
raised by the chairman, I. Trotiere, 
last night, being that the extension to 
the G.T.P. railway crossing on 127th 
street was no use to Elm Park, al- 
though it might be to Calder and the 
KK, D. and B.C, railway. If the ex- 
tension to 127th street paid so well as 
had been reported Tuesday morning 
in the paper, then it would double 
these profits if the further extension 
was meade, 

Some comfort, however, was left by 
Mayor Henry, who had an excellent 
reception, and who left his audience 
with the guarantee that they should 
have the street railway right up to the 
end of the Interurban railway tracks 
as soon as the city could obtain per- 
mission to cross the G.T.P. tracks. The 
board of railway commissioners would 
soon be in the city, and the matter 
Would be placed before them, and it 
Was expected that the permission 
would be given. 

The mayor gave some figures which 
represented the taxes levied and paid 
by Elm Park since its inclusion in the 
city limits in 1918, also the amount, 
which totalled $5060.46, spent in im- 
provements, since that date, these con- 
sisting of plank sidewalks alone, The 
figures for the three years showed 
$21,411.51 taxes levied, and $12,677.28 
taxes paid, - 

Ald. Picard, who also spoke, gave 
the audience one point for consideras 
tion, that all the time they did not 
have improvements, they did not have 
to pay frontage assessments on them.
